Eddie was key in starting 
the Navajo Nation Annual 
Youth Hunt after a Navajo 
boy in Sheep Springs ap- 
proached him with questions 
about the Fish and Wildlife 
Seal on his vehicle. The boy 
then told Eddie he wanted to 
learn to hunt but no one in 
his family knew how. As a re- 
sult, in 2005 the first men- 
tored youth hunt was held 
which has been held every 
year since, except in 2020 due 
to the pandemic. 

Eddie loved fly fishing and 
enjoyed traveling. He had his 
own style of loving and loved 
his family deeply. When he 
loved you, you knew it. 

Eddie is survived by his 
wife, Kelly Willis-Benally; 
sons Tracey Benally and 
Myron Benally; daughters 
Andrea Marsh, Raelle Hamil- 
ton, and Cheyanne Benally;

While it may be something 
that was a nuisance and in- 
convenience during the meet- 
ing. Hopefully, when we can 
get back to in person meet- 
ings, everyone can look back 
and laugh at this mess. 

County EMS - Bob Draves 
gave an update to the City 
Commission on what he has 
heard about the EMS Author- 
ity. He told the Commission 
that the board is learning in- 
formation from media 
sources, not between the peo- 
ple. The issues that have 
started over a funding plan 
that was released and has 
created some disagreements. 
Draves informed the Com- 


mission that Charlevoix’s 
EMS Authority and sur- 
rounding townships have 
some financial issues with 
their EMS Authorities. 
Draves also shared that 
Boyne only has one full time 
EMS member on the staff at 
the moment. The Commis- 
sion did not make any motion 
for the EMS Authority other 
than to have Tom Cannon 
also attend meetings and re- 
port back to the Commission. 
The groups will continue to 
meet and continue discuss all 
aspects of the possible au- 
thority. 

The Commission looked 
and approved a couple of dif- 
ferent plans to help put in 
place strategies on eliminat- 
ing a financial deficit on dif- 
ferent funds owned by the 


city. They looked at the funds 
for the City Marina, Tourist 
Park and Local Street funds. 
The Commission would 
then also accept the resigna- 
tions of Barb Worgess from 
the Brownfield Redevelop- 
ment Authority and Russ 
Peck from the City Commis- 
sion. The Commission also 
approved the Clerk to publish 
the position and accept appli- 
cations until February 10. 
The City Manager Tom 
Cannon gave an update about 
the skating rink at Tourist 
Park. The rink is in great 
shape after having some cold 
nights and no snowfall. How- 
ever, due to the high water 
table, the rink in the log 
building was not possible this 
year. They are still offering 
skate rentals inside the log 


building, along with shovels 
and tools for volunteers to 
help clear the ice. 

There was also an update 
given on the CO-OP building. 
The owners are still waiting 
on the State of Michigan En- 
vironment, Great Lakes, and 
Energy group to finish clean- 
ing up the property before 
construction can start. The 
City has encouraged the own- 
ers to share the plans for the 
project with the City once 
they are completed. There 
have not been any submitted 
as of the meeting. 

The next City Commission 
Meeting will be held on Tues- 
day, February 2, 2021 on 
Zoom. 


Health Department of Northwest Michigan COVID-19 Update 


Despite receiving fewer 
doses of COVID-19 vaccine 
for the upcoming week than 
requested from the Michigan 
Department of Health and 
Human Services (MDHHS), 
the Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan is 
preparing to vaccinate more 
than 3,000 individuals this 
week. 

Last Friday, MDHHS in- 
formed the health depart- 
ment that vaccine allocations 
would be adjusted for the up- 
coming week, using a popula- 
tion-based formula. Due to 
this change the health de- 
partment’s four-county re- 
gion is receiving fewer 
dosages than anticipated for 
clinics this week. 

“The state is facing ongo- 
ing challenges with having 
adequate allocation of vac- 
cine to fill all of the orders 
submitted by providers. We 
did not receive all of the 
doses we requested this 
week, and therefore are hav- 
ing to make some adjust- 
ments to our planned 
clinics,” said Health Officer 
Lisa Peacock. “Despite the 
reduction, we are making 
great progress. We will only 
schedule appointments for 
the doses we receive, and we 
are working hard to distrib- 
ute the vaccine in an efficient 


and equitable way, including 
ensuring that the highest 
risk age group has adequate 
access to appointments. The 
unpredictable nature of our 
allocations forces us to work 
through this one week at a 
time.” 

This week the health de- 
partment plans to host clin- 
ics in each of its counties — 
Antrim, Charlevoix (includ- 
ing Beaver Island), Emmet 
and Otsego counties. We are 
prepared to vaccinate over 
3,000 people, including 290 in- 
dividuals who will receive 
their second dose of the 
COVID-19 vaccine. Clinics 
continue to be scheduled by 
appointment only and are 
currently scheduled accord- 
ing to federal and state guide- 
lines for individuals in Phase 
1B, including educators and 
other frontline workers, and 
those in 1C who are 65 and 
older. 

The health department is 
working to meet the state of 
Michigan’s direction to uti- 
lize 75 percent of the total 
vaccine allocation to be used 
for those 65 and older. Com- 
munity partners, such as 
Munson and McLaren health 
systems, Area Agency on 
Aging, United Way, county 
Commissions on Aging, and 
trained volunteers, are es- 


sential in helping the health 
department reach out to 
adults 65 and older without 
internet access or with other 
barriers to schedule appoint- 
ments. The remaining 1,200 
open appointments of the 
3,000 vaccination appoint- 
ments available for this week 
will be scheduled for adults 
65 and older in order to 
achieve this goal. 

Those 65 and older who 
have not already pre-regis- 
tered may complete the 
COVID-19 Vaccine Pre-Regis- 
tration Form for Priority 
Group 1A and 1B on the 
health department website. 
Anyone with barriers to 
completing the online form 
may call 231-715-5557. 

The Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan re- 
ported 21 new cases on Satur- 
day, January 16: Antrim (6), 
Charlevoix (4), Emmet (8), 
and Otsego (3) counties, and 
1 COVID-19 associated death 
in Charlevoix county. On 
Sunday, January 17, we re- 
ported 10 new cases: Antrim 
(4), Charlevoix (1), Emmet 
(4), and Otsego (1) counties. 
On January 18, we are re- 
porting 12 new cases: Antrim 
(8), Charlevoix (1), Emmet 
(5), and Otsego (2) counties. 

As of 4p.m. on January 18, 
the Health Department of 


Northwest Michigan is re- 
porting: 

Total COVID-19 cases in 
the following counties: 
Antrim (798), Charlevoix 
(939), Emmet (1,337), and Ot- 
sego (1,084). 

Recovered COVID-19 cases 
in the following counties: 
Antrim (553), Charlevoix 
(760), Emmet (1,058) and Ot- 
sego (859). 

Confirmed COVID-19 asso- 
ciated deaths in the following 
counties: Antrim (18), 
Charlevoix (11), Emmet (83), 
and Otsego (25). 

The State of Michigan is 
reporting 538,377 cases and 
13,824 deaths.

With the enactment of key 
authorizations and funding 
provided by Congress at the 
end of 2020, the bipartisan 
group identified continued 
Soo Locks improvements, 
Asian Carp prevention, and 
implementation of both the 
Great Lakes Resiliency Study 
and the Great Lakes Fishery 
and Ecosystem Restoration 


program as top priorities. 


GREAT LAKES RESTORA- 
TION INITIATIVE 
REAUTHORIZATION AND 
ADVANCEMENTS 


On January 5th, the Great 
Lakes Restoration Initiative 
Act of 2019 was signed into 
law. The reauthorization will 
positively impact efforts to 
combat pollution and toxic 
contamination, crack down 
on the advance of invasive 
species, and preserve the 
Great Lakes as an oasis for 
wildlife and economic oppor- 
tunity. Rep. Bergman 
proudly helped introduce 
and advance this legislation, 
which will extend the Initia- 
tive through 2026. 

The authorized funding 
level for the GLRI will be 
boosted to $375 million in Fis- 
cal Year 2022, and will see in- 
cremental increases of $25 
million per year until it 
reaches $475 million in FY 
2026. The recent FY21 gov- 
ernment appropriations bill 
funded the GLRI at $330 mil- 
lion. 

Additionally, the U.S. Envi- 
ronmental Protection 
Agency on January 14th an- 
nounced the milestone of 
restoring 100 beneficial uses 


at various Great Lakes Areas 
of Concern, which is a criti- 
cal measurement of success 
for the public-private part- 
nerships utilized by the GLRI 
to grow economic opportu- 
nity in nearby communities.

EMMET COUNTY, Mich.,

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Hot Tips for preventing cold weather 
damage from roof ice dams 


Ice dams 
occur in cli- 
mates with 
freezing tem- 
peratures. 
When the tem- 
perature in the 
attic is above 
freezing, snow 
on the roof 
melts and runs 
down the slop- 
ing roof. When 
the snowmelt 
runs down the 
roof and 
reaches the 
colder eaves 
(overhang) and 
gutters, it re- 
freezes. 

After several days of melt- 
ing-freezing cycles, the freez- 
ing snowmelt builds up and 
forms a dam of ice, behind 
which water ponds. The 
ponding water can back up 
under the roof shingles until 
water enters the attic and 
eventually does damage to 
the interior ceilings, walls, 
and contents along the exte- 
rior walls. 

Research has shown sun 
exposure in the winter has 
little effect on attic air tem- 
perature. Warm air from liv- 
ing spaces below penetrating 
into the attic is usually the 
culprit in the formation of 
roof ice dams. The presence 
of significant icicles along 
the gutter or eaves may be an 
indication of roof ice 
damming. 

There’s no way to guaran- 
tee an ice dam will not dam- 
age your home, but you can 
reduce the likelihood of an 
ice dam forming in the first 
place: 

- Thoroughly clean all 
leaves, sticks, and other de- 
bris from rain gutters and 
down spouts. This allows 
melting roof snow to flow 
into gutters and through 
down spouts.

- Strive to keep snow on 
your roof to a minimum. 
Long-handled devices called 
“roof rakes” let you stand on 
the ground and pull the snow 
off the roof. Keeping heavy 
snow loads off your roof re- 
duces the chances for both 
ice dam formation and roof 
failure due to the weight. 

- Keep gutters and down 
spouts clear of snow and ici- 
cles all winter. 

- Evaluate the insulation 
and ventilation in your attic. 
Most experts agree attic in- 
sulation should have an R- 
value of at least R-30 (R-38 is 
preferable in northern cli- 
mates). In addition, good air- 
flow from under the eaves or 
soffit area along the under- 
side of the roof and out 
through the roof vents is es- 
sential. The insulation pre- 
vents heat loss from the 
interior of the home. The 
venting allows the attic air to 
stay cold enough to prevent 
or minimize the freeze/thaw 
cycle on the roof. Consult a 
reputable roofing and/or in- 
sulation contractor about 
these improvements.

How much can businesses 
apply for?

All completed appli- 
cations received within the ap- 
plication period will be 
considered; funding is not first 
come, first serve. 

Grants must be used only 
for working capital to support 
payroll expenses, rent, mort- 
gage payments, utility ex- 
penses, and costs related to 
reopening a business. Grant 
funds may be used by the busi- 
ness for eligible expenses ex- 
pended between November 18, 
2020 and April 30, 2021.

DNR hiring for 2021 
officer academy 


The Michi- 
gan Depart- 
ment of 
Natural Re- 
sources is ac- 
cepting 
candidates 
from all back- 
grounds to 
apply for its 
10th conserva- 
tion officer 
academy, 
scheduled to 
begin later 
this spring. All 
applicants 
who successfully complete 
the academy will graduate 
in fall 2021. 

New this year, a “hybrid” 
academy is being offered to 
anyone who is currently cer- 
tified or certifiable by the 
Michigan Commission on 
Law Enforcement Standards 
and meets the DNR’s hiring 
requirements. 

“This hybrid academy will 
allow eligible recruits to 
complete a shortened train- 
ing academy focusing on 
conservation officer-specific 
laws and functions,” said 
F/Lt. Jason Wicklund, DNR 
Law Enforcement Division. 

All other applicants will 
be eligible for the traditional 
DNR conservation officer 
academy, which will fulfill 
the MCOLES basic training 
requirements for holding a 
law enforcement license and 
training specific to becom- 
ing a conservation officer. 

The 2021 conservation offi- 
cer academy will be based at 
the DNR’s Ralph A. Mac- 
Mullan Center (Roscom- 
mon). Additional training 
may take place at Camp 
Grayling (Gaylord) and at 
the Michigan State Police 
Training Academy (Dimon- 
dale). Virtual training also 
will be used, when appropri- 
ate, to help reduce the 
spread of COVID-19. 

“Our main priority is 
keeping recruits healthy so 
they can focus on the acad- 
emy and training,” Wick- 
lund said. 

Previous law enforce- 
ment, fishing and hunting 
experience is not required to 
become a conservation offi- 
cer, nor is a college educa- 
tion.
